DALLAS, Texas, April 29.— A News cor- 


respondent learned from passengers on 
the oust bound train tins evening that 
'the destruction by u cyclone at Cinco 
was simply appalling. 


There ure not more than twenty-five 


or thirty houses standing, and up to the 
lime the train passed, about 2 o'clock 
tliib nftcrnoon, twenty-one bodies had 
been recovered from the ruins,;and there 
were ten or twelve more persons missing. 


Strong one-story buildings, with walls 


two feet _thiuk, were leveled to the 
ground. 


A heavy freight engine and a whole 


train of cars were blown from the track 
:ind demolished, anil several hundred 
feet of sidetrack of the railroad torn up. 


The number of injured runs over 100. 
Citizens from Wuathcrfonl went out 


thifj morning to render any assistance 
possible. 


A. building which Frank Iliekman oc- 


cupied was blown down and h'vo child- 
ren killed. 


Many telegrams asking for assistance

They say that piore than four-liftlm of 


the people are without houses, and that 
help is needed to bury the dead, care 
for the wounded and relieve those de- 
pendent who lose everything.

Migrating nit-il* mill Tlivtr Flight. 


Many discussions have been maintain- 


ed 06 to tho nianner of flight of birds in 
migrating. Tho wild gceso are well 
known to Imvo n way of gathering in a 
large flock and traveling in something 
liko iv military procession, but for tho 
most part naturalists have differed in 
their ideas on this, as they differ Eeem- 
ingly on most subjects, siftnc asserting 
that must birds fly low, others that 
they fly high. etc. Soino observations 
made by Mr. W. E. D. Scott, however, 
at Princeton college on (he night of Oct. 
10, 1S60, give some iliitn upon which to 
base im opinion. His observations dis- 
covered a Iiirge Ilight. t)f migratory birds 
proved by c«m\'Ut:iiions mado at the 
tiniL' to ho flying from one to four miles 
high above- tho'earth. They wero small 
birds liko the robin, wren, etc. This 
leads us to another point—viz., tho dan- 
gers encountered by birds in their annual 
flight. Ofcoursoihesreateslisbystorms, 
•which bent them far from their course 
out to se:v, when th;>y drop from exhaus- 
tion and are drowned, or to tho earth, 
\vhero tho force of the fall is 110 less 
fatal.—Mrs. J. B. Houthworth in Albany 
Journal.
